Mrs. Ruth Quick, a widow, and her 
Gaughter, Myrtle, of Charleston, fll, 
were placed on trial in the United 
States District. Court at East St. Louis 
Saturdat on a charge of sending ob- 
scene letters to John Weaver, a Baptist 
Deacon, to whom Mrs. Quick was en- 
gaged. 

Deacon Weaver was the principal wit- 
ness against his fiancee, whom he 
caused to be indicted less than a week 
ago. Mrs. Quick, who professed to be- 
liete that Weaver would come to her 
assistance, sat unmoved in court while 
the man she was to have married told 
how he had been annoyed by receiving 
unprintable letters, and how he had 
marked stamps and sent them to her 
in an effort to catch the writer. 

Weaver is 62 vears old and Mrs. 
Quick is but 10 years his junior. He ad- 
mitted that he was engaged to her, and 
that he had been ‘“‘courting’’ her for 
more than a year. 

He said that te

he had sent stamps marked on two cor- 
ners to Mrs. Quick and freceived letters 
bearing stamps similarly marked a few 
days later.

Supposes He Courted. 

“You and Mrs. Quick were 
heartse—engaged in courtship were you 
not,”’ suggested an attorney for the de- 
fense. 

‘Yes, I presume that’s what you call 
it.’ answered the deacon, casting a cut- 
ting glance toward the widow he is 
prosecuting. - 

“And your folks: were ‘raising Ned’ 
about it, were they not?’ said the law- 
yer. 

““Not that I know of.. I 
calling on her for more than a 
and never heard of any objection being 
made by any of my folks. 

“I began receiving the 
letters some time ago, and laid plans 
to. catch the sender. I marked stamps 
and posta! cards and sent some of them 
to Mrs. Quick. I gave stamps bearing 
a different mark to my daughter, Mrs. 
Bradley, and some others to John Wall. 
I left some of the marked = stamps 
around the house. 

“& few days after sending the marked 
stamps to Mrs. Quick I got them back 
on letters.” 

Pockets Full of Stamps.. 

Wail testified that Weaver 
marking the stamps, but added some- 
what emphatically and humorously 
that he ‘‘didn’t know the old man was 
working the marked stamp racket on 
him.” The witness did not strengthen 
the Government’s case any when he 
looked over toward the prosecuting 
witness and said: 

“The Deacon's got 
of them stamps now.” 

Mrs. Bradley also testified, but there 
was nothing of a direct nature in her 
evidence. The letters were then 
in evidence, and court took the usual 
noon recess. 

Mrs. Quick and her daughter will 
present their defense during the af- 
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ternoon. 
Mrs. Quick had insisted all along that 
Weaver was true to her, but that he 
was under the influence of relatives. 
In addition to Weaver and his daugh- 
ter, several other witnesses arrived Sat- 
urday morning from Charleston to tes- 
tify against Mrs. Quick and her daugh- 
ier, for the trial of whom an extra 
session of the Federal Court is being 
held Saturday.

At that time he had just 
been discharged from a position under 
his roommate, George Kriegbaum, whe 
is manager of a stable. Kriegbaum 
says that ‘Strobl would not work and 
he could not keep him any longer. 

Strobl took the $100 and instead ot 
buying his ticket with it, spent it on 
ciothes, which he did not need, and 
amusements which were harmful. He 
spent the entire amount in four weeks 
and also squandered the wages which 
he received when he was discharged. 


‘Talking in His Sleep. 


Thursday evening Kriegbaum went to 
his room shortly before 11 o'clock. At 
that time the bed of his roommate, 
Strobl, was still unoccupied. When 
Kriegbaum awoke early the next morn- 
ing he heard his roommate in bed mut- 
tering to himself. 

Thinking his companion was dream- 
ing, Kriegbaum dressed and left for his 
work. He returned to tne house about 
5:30 p. m. and as he entered Mrs. Mary 
Christ, in whose residence the two 
voung men roomed, came running to 
him, very much frightened. 

“Oh, go upstairs, Mr. Kriegbaum,’’ 
she said, “I don’t knOw what the mat- 
ter is. John is not yet up. I opened 
the door a little while ago and his face 
above the covers is white.” 

Kriegbaum rushed up to 
There he found the young mau on 
his back in the bed with the covers 
pulleqd up to his chin, and quite dead. 
He called in the police and a little box 
and a letter were found. 

“The box had once contained mor- 
phine,”’ said Kriegbaum to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Saturaay, ‘‘and so we 
concluded that that was the way he 
had come to his death. I was. quite 
sure of it because he had told me about 
his brother trying to kill himself with 
morphine three months ago at a Ger- 
man university, but that his life had 
been saved, He said that his brother's 
name was Max and that he had failed 
in an examination. He also told me 
then that perhaps he would do the 
same thing some day if things didn't 
turn out better.”’ 

Farewell Letter to Mother. 


The letter was addressed to Strobi’s 
mother. It was opened at the police sta- 
tion. Translated it reads: “Dear mother, 
this is the last line I will write you. I 
have just taken a big dose of morphine. 
The only wish [ have is that I shall nev- 
er wake again. I am grateful for the 
money you sent me and am sorry that it 
came too late to do me any good. Your 
thankful son, John.’”’ 

Misfortune seems to haye followed the 
Strobl family. Kriegbaum says that 
Strobl’'s brother kilide his best friend 
by accident several vears ago. The two 
were hunting together and _  “Strobi's 
friend tired of the sport and wished to 
go home. Strobl tried to dissuade him 
and when his friend mounted a bicycle 
said playfully that he was going to 
shoot him. He shot at the tire of the 
wheel and sftuck his friend, who died 
12 hours later.

STARTS A CRUSADE 


New York Police Propose to 
End Insults to Women by 
Fashionable Men. 








CARUSO TO OPEN SEASON 





Box Holders Say Cloud Over 
Tenor Will Not Keep 
Them Away. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 

: Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—The fining of 
Enrico Caruso, the noted tenor, ror an- 
noying women in Central Park, has only 
added to the discussion. His friends 
say he will tind vindication in a higher 
court, aS well as on the stage of the 
Metropolitan Opera House, where he 
sings Wednesday night, at the opening 
of the grand opera season. His fellow- 
countrymen, who form an unorganized 
Caruso claque whenever he sings, will 
be out in force that night, and if any 
man seeking excitement cries ‘“‘Monkey 
house”’ there will be many things doing, 

o doubt—and there is much probabil- 
ity of some one crying that very thing. 

Manager Conreid of the Metropolitan, 
who has stood by Caruso in his trouble, 
will only say to the public: “I entirely 
concur in the opinion of Caruso'’s coun- 
sel as to the injustice of the verdict 
and the assurance that it will be set 
aside.”’ 

Those box holders who would commit 
themselves when interviewed declared 
their belief in Caruso’s innoncence, and 
said the cloud hanging over him wou!d 
not in any way influence their attend- 
ance. 

Unfortunately, the case against Caru- 
so fell to a choice between the story 
told by Policeman Cain and that of 
Caruso. Al!l the other material wit- 
nesses on both sides were utterly dis- 
credited and their testimony became 
worthless. The woman said to have 
been insulted was not produced, and 
thereby the case became one of opinion 
rather than of proof. The police say 
the woman fled; Carnso’s lawyer assert- 
ed that she was either a myth or a 
conspirator, with the policeman to dis- 
grace Caruso if not to blackmall him. 

Other Women Professional. 

Assistant Police Commissioner Ma- 
thot was prevented by the court from 
obtaining Caruso’s answer to a ques- 
ticn about an alleged insult to a lady 
on Fifth avenue. Referring to this in- 
cident, Mr. Mathot said: 

“T have no desire to hound this 
man. I put the question because I 
was in possession of the facts. I was 
loath to bring in the name of the 
woman. Now that Caruso has been 
convicted, I would not give her name 
under any circumstances. She is a 
professional woman and of the high- 
est respectability. 

‘The conviction of Caruso is what 
interests the Police Department. The 
nominal fine is only an incident. I 
was satisfied from the start that the 
policeman was right. I have spent 
much time in Central Park trying to 
get some of these fellows, We have 
other complaints against men Iike 
Caruso. Some of them are a 
great deal more important than 
Caruso. The records will show that 
from fifteen to twenty arrests of this 
kind are made every week in Central 
Park. The department did not care 
particularly about Caruso, but {it is 
going to try to put an end to the in- 
sulting of women by fashionably 
dressed men in Central Park.”
